president of the Central Trust, and 


Harry H. Merrick, president of the 
Great Lakes ‘rust. 
Beginning today all banking business 
of the Great Lakes Trust will be con- 
ducted in the banking rooms of the 
Central Trust company at La Salle 
and Monroe streets. The principal of- 
ficers of the Great Lakes Trust will 
become associated with the Central 
Trust. Depositors of the Great Lakes 
Trust may continue to use their pres- 
ent check and pass books until they 
receive those of the Central Trust 
company. 
Opened with $5,000,000 Deposits. 


The Great Lakes company opened 


its banking quarters on the second 
floor of the Westminster building, Dear- 
born and Monroe streets, on July 21, 
1919. The bank was organized by a num. 
ber of Chicago business men, and Mr. 
Merrick was made president, resign. 
ing as a vice president of the Central 
Trust to accept the new position. The 
new institution was started with a 
capital of $3,000,000 and surplus of 
$600,000. Thé stockholders paid $120 
a share for their holdings. The latest 
market. quotation on the stock is 87 
to 91. - 

At the close of the opening day the 
bank officials gave $5,000,000 as their 
estimate of initial deposits received.

St. Lawrence Rapids Peril 
Tourists. 


Ogdensburg, N. Y., July 17.—A small 
boat connected with land by a heavy 
cable hauled 329 tourist passengers in 
many trips through raging waters of 
the St. Lawrence to safety today from 
the steamer Rapids King of the 
Canada Steamship line, which | went 
on the rocks Saturday in the Long 
Sault Rapids. The cable was attached 
to the tiny craft because it was feared 
that if the boat were turned loose, or 
even had a larger boat been used, the 
churning waters would have swept it 
away.

Discuss Issues. 


TOKIO, July 16.—[{By the Associat- 
ed Press.]—-Japan today seems an em- 
pire divided on the great issues cre- 
ated by the summons of President 
Harding to a conference on disarma- 
ment and far eastern problema. 

On one side, largely in the ranks 
of the bureaucrats, there is fear that 
the proposed conference will be doth- 
inated by the Anglo-Saxons and may 
result in strangling Japan's political 
and economic development in Asia. » 

On the other side is a powerful lib- 
eral group, which demands that Japan 
enter into the deliberations fearleasly, 
submitting her wants resolutely, com- 
bating-for them with confidence, and 
not opposing just claims. Haggling 
and bickering, they insist, will ruin 
the cause of Japan. 


Agree Crisis Is Near. 

Both camps agree that Japan is fac- 
ing a*crisis requiring tact and large- 
ness of vision. Many members of the 
privy council, according to the well in- 
formed newspaper Chugai Shogyo 
Shimpo, are pessimistic about the con- 
ference; they contend that the proposal 
to discuss problems and policies of the 


‘Far East indicates codperation be 


tween the United States and Great 
Britain in an attempt to settle inter- 
national questions favorably for them, 
an indicatiot of Which Was to be seen 
in the attitude of the English toward 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance.

“As the law especially encourages 
the voluntary enrollment of veterans 
of the war in localized tactical units 
of the citizen army, as it specifically 
contemplates the perpetuation of the 
spirit and traditions of the divisions 
and other units which actually partici-| 
pated in the world war, and as it mro- 
vides means of military training to pre- 
pare civilians for enrollment in the or- 
ganfved citizen forces, it is clear that 
the purpose of the law is to build up 
and maintain a permanent military or- 
ganization.

“HONEST GRAFT,” ONCE MORE, 
{Kansas City Times. ] 

It is charged in Illinois that state officials in charge 
of state funds organized a paper bank. In this they 
deposited money belonging to the state which drew 
2 per cent interest. The paper bank then lent this 
money to business men at 8 per cent. In particular 
it is charged $10,000,000, on which the state officials 
paid 2 per cent interest, was lent to two of the big 
packers at 8 per cent. . 

Such a transaction would have netted ‘the officials 
$600,000 a year. Of course, whatever money was 
earned by state funds belonged to the state. If the 
officials abused their’trust as they are charged, they 
are guilty of robbing the state, just as much as if 
they had taken the money out of the treasury. 

It is not here intended to prejudge the accused offi- 
cilals. The case will be passed on by the courts and 
by the state of Illinois. The amazing thing from the 
national standpoint is that the same dispatch that 
told.of the accusations said that various politicians 
were defending the officials on the ground that the 
transaction was perfectly legal. Wasn't the bank 
regularly chartered? Hadn't it a right to receive de- 
posits? And hadn't the officials in question a right 
to deposit state funds in banks? Well, then, what 
if the state got only $200,000 a year, and the officials 
who owned the bank $600,000? Everything was regu- 
lar, wasn't it? 

‘This represents a view that is frequently en- 
countered among professional politicians. Politics to 
them is a chance to make money on the side. A 
notorious Tammany’ man once named money made 
in this way “ honest graft.” If the $10,000,000 loan 
was made, as charged, the $600,000 profit was honest 
graft. Many politicians take that sort of thing as a 
matter of course. 

It is hard to change a dishonest attitude that is 
so fundamental. Men who have it assume that e¥ery- 
body else.is just as crooked as they, and that the only 
requisite is to keep within the law—“ law honesty "— 
if possible, and above all to be smart enough not to 
get caught. 

. About the only way to get this view changed is to 

make certain that dishonesty by public officials is 
punished. In primitive society treason came to be 
regarded as a crime much earlier than murder. The 
reason was that murder concerned individuals, and 
punishment did not surely follow. Treason concerned 
the life of the whole tribe and was punished by the 
tribe. ‘So the punishment was certain and severe, 
That made treason unpopular and finally created the 
impression that it was wrong. Only later as the 
tribe came to take an interest in punishing murder 
did it begin to dawn on primitive intelligence that an 
act that involved such disagreeable | consequences 
must be wicked. 

The more certain and severe the punishment of 
the grafter, the quicker will graft come to be con- 
sidered as @ométhing more than a conventional crime.

There was one patient with this 
disease for every 195 patients of all 
sorts. In 1920 this great hospital only 
cared for 19 such cases, or one case for 
each 1,466 patients. 

The drop has been progressive. In 
1918 about half as many as 1917, 1919 
about half as many as 1918, 1920 wen sine 
half as many as 1919. 

Cirrhosis of the liter is a slowly de- 
veloping disease and the county hos- 
pital usually gets the late and fully de- 
veloped cases. The 1921 cases will in- 
clude the booze fighters of two or three 
years ago. Therefore we expect to get 
some cases this yea t earned their 
disease by working at e bar before 
the prohibition law went into effect. .

CURBING AILING TOES. . 


Cc. M. writes that he got eczema 
of the toes from an overdose of nitro- 
‘benzol applied in shde shining parlors 
by bootblacks. After considerable ex- 
perimenting he cured himself by usi 
the following treatment: 

1. Wash the feet carefully ‘and ary 
between the toes. 

2, Apply 3 per cent solution tincture 
of iodine to affected parts. 

3. Apply thick paste of & per cent 
thymol iodine in pure icthyol freely to 
parts with the fingers. Use freely. 

4. Place small amount of cotton be- 
tween each of the toes. to prevent fric- 
tion and as an absorbent. 

5. Dust one-half ounce of boric acid 
powder on’ strips of cotton and place 
above and below toes. The, result will 
be a thin black rubber-like coating over 
all affected parts. It is important to 
use plenty of boric acid. 

6. Do not wash feet for ten days, that 
is, the affected parts. In.this time or 
a little longer new meaty skin will 
form. 

‘If necessary repeat, though I never 
found I had to. do so. Dust feet daily 
with one part talcum to nine parts boric 
acid.

“ Mistake,” Controller Decides. 


It was soon after this letter arrived 
that the city controller’s office decided 
that the warrant was issued “by mis- 
take,” and went searching for it to. 
get it back in the possession of the 
controller. 

It is common report that the con- 
troller has issued another warrant for 
$21,000 in favor of Edward C. Waller 
Jr., another real estate expert. How- 
ever, it is said that a messenger found 
Mr. Waller and retrieved the warrant 
before the expert had sent it to his 
bank or pres@nted it to the city treas- 
urer for payment. 

Still another warrant has been writ- 
ten for Arthur 8S. Merigold; the third 
real estate expert, which is said also 
to be for $21,000. It has not been 
learned whether that reached Meri-+ 
gold’s hands, but it probably didn’t. 
To these three experts the city paid 
last year $1,738,079.25.

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FIRE BLIGHT CHECKED WITH 
SPRAY. 


Red apples will be scarce this fall 
and good smooth fruit, free from dis- 
ease and scars, will no doubt sell at a 
premium. It will be worth while for 
every orchard owner to keep a close 
watch on his trees from now until the 
fruit ripens. July and August is the 
critical period for apples and pears, 
because they are susceptible to fire 
blight. 

Fire blight is especially detrimental 
to apple and pear trees. Usually the 
most effective work in controlling this 
disease is done in July. Damage may 
be expected to the tender shoots that 
have sprung out this season, causing 
the leaves to wither and turn brown. 


This condition may be noticed dur- 
ing the next few weeks, and it is char- 
acteristic for the leaves to remain on 
the tree until the branches have be- 
come lifeless. 
The whole top of the tree may be- 
come affected, because it is not uncom- 
mon for fire blight to attack the tender 
twigs first and then spread rapidly.

filling for small sandwiches. A good 
sound head of lettuce can be so manip- 
ulated as to help in the making of from 
fifty to a hundred small sandwiches 
| about two inches square or round ones 
of that diameter.

“The farmers of Armenia and 
Syria have not been permitted to re-| 
main in any one community long 
enough to reap a crop of any descrip- 
tion,” said Mr. Wilson. “In this coun- 
try, while farmers have been hard hit 
by the high cost of produg¢tion and 
falling prices, they have been blessed 
with an abundant surplus,”
